Holland  is  a 
country  full  ofjin teres t and  cjuaint  novelty 
and  in  many  rfispects  the  most  wonderful 
under  the  sun.  j-  lot  11  lately  it  wiis  left  un- 
heeded and 'tin  visited  while  men  passed  by 
thr<-ugh  Belgium  to  t)ic  French  Frontiers. 
Thevlitt.lv  realized  tfiwt  • fund  of  infor- 
mation a n<^  amusement  lav  unheeded 
within  a few  miles  of  them- 

Like  lower  Egypt  much  of  Holland  is  a 
Delta,  part’s  of  which  are  twenty  and  even 
thirty  feet  below  the  ocean.  The  wild 
waves  of  the  North  Sea  have  lieen  liter- 
ally wfillrd-niit  by  dykes,  huge  ramparts 
with  ‘ f-  ions  forty  and  fifty  yards

It  weciptdd  bitly  look  upon  this  country 
front  soni*  high  mountain  peak,  wlipt  a 
curious  sjxctadle  would  greet  our  vision. 
We  would  see  miles  upon  miles  of  canals 
1st  retching  their  shining  length  in  every ’di- 
rection. Barges  laden  with  merchandise 
or  wifh  passengers  smoothly  gliding 
along  them,  drdkvn  by  la;y  horses  on  a tow- 
path,  or  dlrawfi  perchance  by  the  farmer 
assistant  tfranjj  and  fraulein;  and  others 
i in  the  citty-jgorgt’ously  painted  anti  gilded-, 
moving  lita  and  tjown  among  the  houses, 
or  hitched  like  horses  to  the  door  posts  of 
the  owners.  Picturesque  old  houses,  very 
much  oti tii  of  perpendicular,  leaning  like 
jilrgnken-nivn  ini  every  direction,  churches 
with  .qyaitjt  steeples  and  towers  and  with 
gilded  wcajtberoocks  glittering  in.  the  sun, 
,.trces  dipfjjjd  intjo  the  most  fantastic  shapes, 
with  thft‘irstem|i  painted  in  various  bright 
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colors,  busy  quays  with  , tall  trees  along- 
side which  ships  with  tall  masts  are  being 
loaded  and  unloaded. 

Dogs  are  harnessed  to  carts  containing 
brightly  burnished  milk  cans,  bowls  ol 
fresh  water,  or  loads  of  peat,  for  strange 
to  say,  in  this  bizarre  land  where  water 
is  so  abundant,  there  is  scarcely  any  fit  to 
drink,  and  where  earth  is  about  the 
scarcest  article  they  bttrn  it  fir  fuel. 

In  the  iousptry  we  see  picure#que  farm 
houses  with  overhanging  roots,  built  on 
stilts,  which  gives  them  the  appearance  ol 
huge  toad  stools.  In  the  lovely  green  fields 
herds  of  black  and  white  cattle  quietly 
cropping  the  moist  grass,  growing  on 
rich  pastiire  lands,  which  were,  many  of 
them,  lakes  before  these  energetic  Dutch- 
men pumped  them  dry.  We  see  wagons  of 
antiquated  structure  drawn  along  the 
roads  which  traverse  the  immense  "dvkes,” 
high  ahoVe  the  surrounding  country,  and 
men  with  very  short  waists  anti  very  wide 
knickerbockers  and  large  wooden  shoes, 
working  and  smoking,  below  in  the  fields. 

Another  characteristic  of  Holland  is  i 
found  in  the  Dunes.  These  are  great  lines 
ol  sand  hills  stretching  along  the  coasts 
and  serving  like  the  dyke  to  repel  the  en- 
croachments of  the  sea.  .Much  has  been 
written  concerning  the  marshy  and  humid 
nature  of  the  soil  of  .Holland,  and  *ot  t lye 
unhealthy  effects  that  these  conditions 
have  upofi  the  .climate,  certainly  heavy 
logs  ate  frequently  blown  across  the  land 
with  vert  disagreeable  effects,  but  the 
mean  temperature  is  not  lower  than  that 
of  England  taking  it  all  the  year  around, 
though  tht*  winters  are  much  colder  and 
more  disagreeable.  I 

Ten  thousand  windmills  swinging  their 
arms  all  over  tile  land,  and  the  caroling  ot 
a hundred  {steeples  filling  the  air  with  their 
melodies,  nourish  as  a prosperous  and  use- 
ful factor  ift  the  work-a-dny  world,  lifting 
great  quantities  of  w iter,  grinding  pro- 
duce of  various"  kinds  and  turning  and 
twisting  in  the  breeze  with,  a jovial 
"plenty -tojdo"  sort  of  expression  which 
has  an  air  of  (termanencc  about  it.  They 
are  natty  and  well  cared  for,  some  ol  them 
ol  . great  sjize  and  Very  solidly  built;  the 
windows  fire  hung  with  bright  curtains  of 
many  colors.  Many  of  them  are  thatched 
and  turnishe’d  with  a gallery  running 
around  the  building  like  a balcony. 

There  are  no  leafy  lanes  in  Holland  ns  in 
England,  but  we  see  plenty  green  willow 
trees  out  of  which  the  Dutchman  makes 
his  wooden  shoes. 

Amsterdam  is  the  largest,  liveliest, 
wealthiest  and  most  populous  citv  in  Hol- 
land. It  is  paid  to  be  more  picturesque  than 
Venice.  It  is  the  commercial  capital  and 
has  a population  of  400,000.-  The  whole 
city  is  huiU  on  a forest*  of  fir  trees  driven 
through  the  shifting  and  loose  upper 
strata  into  the  firmer  ground  beneath. 

It  was  this  fact  which  drew  from  the 
learned  Erasmus...  the  witticism  that  “its 
inhabitants  like  c.ocvs  dwelt  upon  the 
tops  of  trees.”  Amsterdam  was  little  more 
than  a fishing  village  Until  the  lieginning 
of  the  thirteenth  century.  Early  in  the 
seventeenth  century  if  became  a city  of 
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ope  hundred  thousand  inhabitants.  The 
\fiars  with  England  in  Oliver  Cromwell's 
time  did  the  city  grefit  harm  asjwell  as  the 
rqst  of  Holland,  and  it  is  no  grfat  wonder 
jtliat  there  was  gfeat  rejoicing  when  they 
learned  that  he  was  dead;  atvjthe  Hague 
tliey  celebrated  bv  illuminating  the  city. 

The  enforced  union  - with  France  during 
t l|e  Napoleonic  period  likewise  brought 
fi^eat  misfortune  upon  Holland.  King 
Lbuis  Napoleon  was  a good  natured,  easy 
gijiing  king,  but  the  great  Napoleon  was 
avaricious,  and  country  and  city  were 
middled  of  men  and  money  fot  this  mod- 
•rn  Cmsar's  wars.  On  the  fall  of  Napo 
le^n  the  commerce  and  prosperity  of  Am- 
sterdam rose  afa*sh,  and  the  city  has  ever 
jfiice  thrived  exceedingly,’  The  chief  at- 
tractions are  to  be  fount!  in  the  fine  muse- 
ijrfis  and  collections  of  arts,  but  every  part 
of] the  city  is  full  of  interest— i(i  is  quaint 
anti  original  and  picturesque.  "As  good  as 
Van  ice,”  says  Thackery.  Many  of  the 
Ilduses  are  cons  derablv  out  of  perpendicu- 
lar, leaning  backwards,  forwards  and 
i aigrtinsl  each  'other,  as  if  the  centuries 
\iaich  have  elapsed  since  tbejoiitidations 
ofklie  citv  were  tnade,  had  bred:  in  them  a

The  concurrent:  resolution  to  amend  the 
State  Cpnstitutipn  so  as  to  forbid  the 
traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  in  Mississippi 
was  introduced  in  the  Lower  House  on 
the  20th  inst  , and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Constitution 

Let  prayer  and  effort  be  made  for*  its 
passage  It  would  seem  that  our  Legisla- 
ture will  allow  the  people  to  express  them- 
selves on  momentous  questions. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

“Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi  two  thirds  of  each 
hob  sc  agreeing  thereto,  That  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  elect- 
ors  for  ratification  or  rejection  at  the  next 
election:  - 

Section  2T5 — The  tr.iffi : in  or  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  or  drinks  in  the  State  " 
is  forever  prohib  ted  and  no  license  there- 
for shall  ever  lie  granted.  All  lawsauthor- 
*z'Mg,  providing  for  or  recognizing  such 
traffic  arc  hereby  lejxaled 

I be  I-egislat  ure  shall  enact  such  laws  t 
as  shall  bo  necessary  lor  the  enforcement 
Vcreof.  1 Legislature,  may,  under 
proper  restrictions,  ipithorike  the  sale 
alcohol  or  spirit uc  tis  liquors  for  ii'-eessarv 
medicinal  or  scientific  purposes.” 

Another  important  constitutional  amend-

the  House  Constit  itional  Committee.  It 
is  to  amend  section  Ho,  nnd  provides  that 
the  (legislature  sha  I provide  by  a general 
law  for  the  working  of  public  roads  by 
contract  or  by  epur  ty  prisoners  or  both. 

Such  laws  may  lie  put  in  operation,  only 
by  t fie  vote  of  the  Tpard  of  Hu|x-rvisors  or  ^ 
by  a majority  vote  W the  qualified  electors 
voting  at  an  t lectio  i to  lx  held  for  the 
purpose  of  adopt irg  or  rejecting  either  or 
both  in  those  counties  where  it  may  fx  de- 
sirable.
